SPEAKER ADVOCATES RESEARCH BIRTHS

INTO PROBLEMS OF DIVORCE 


| AP Newsfeatures Writer 

; In this country, “we pour. hil- 
lions into research on radio and 
atomic energy and neglect re- 
search on the prevention of di- 
vgrce. Yet divorce is . producing 
more human wreckage than 
sombs ever have.” 


The speaker was Evelyn Millis 
Duvall, executive. secretary of the 
National Council on’ Family Re- 
lations. The Council, which has 
headquarters in Chicago, is the 
clearing house for 3,000 teachers, 
doctors, psychologists and mar- 
riage councilors working on the 
problem of how to make mar- 
riage stick. 

“Figures from the United 
States National Office of Vital 
Statistics show that in 1937 we 
had 1.9 divorces per thousand 
people and in 1946 there were 

| 4.3 divorces per thousand peo- 
| ple,’ Dr. Duvall said. “In less 
than a decade -the figure more 
than doubled. In other coun- 
tries divorce is increasing. 

“The reason is that the family 
is in a state of transition. It has 
been catapulted out of the old 
situations which used to hold it 
stable and has not settled in new 
ones. In western civilization. we 
are in the process of moving out 
of an old house into a new one 
and have not found ourselves. All 
the confusions of moving day are 
upon ‘us,” ‘ 

Dr. Duvall, who recently led a 
marriage course at New York 
Town Hall, sketched some social 
changes, which have made mar- 
riage and the family different 
than they were in grandmother’s 
day. 

“When I was a girl in upstate 


New York,’”’ she’ recalled, “no 
nice girl smoked, drank, petted, 
wore very sheér stockings or 
went out to dinner with a mar- 


ried man. My beau called for me 
with a ‘horse and buggy. We 
rarely could get so far away that 


us. And even if they didn’t 
recognize us, somebody would be 
sure to spot the horse. So we 
had to conduct ourselves accord- 
ingly. Mrs.. Grundy “behind the} 
lace curtains was a very power- 
ful force. 

“Today my teen-age daugh- 
ters can step out of the door, 
into a car and in ten minutes 
be where nobody krows them. 
Other women travel around the 
world by air. Mrs. Grundy

It was to Finder that Lisen- 
hower wrote last January that he 
would not accept nomination. 

Eisenhower, who soon will take 
over as president of Columbia uni- 
versity, was silent on this and oth- 
er draft-Eisenhower movements. 

Senator Olin D. Johnston, South 
Carolina Democrat, proposed that 
southern Democrats organize sol- 
idly behind Eisenhower for the 
presidential nomination. John- 
ston contended Eisenhower is an 
independent, not a Republican.

More of its 
people speak German than any 
other language, but they enjoy 
no rights or privileges not enjoyed 
by every other Swiss citizen.
